TEN MILLION IN 1910, 

The Census Department has 
prepared an estimate which places 
the population of Canada on. 
April 1st at six and a half’ mil- 
lions, an increase of overone and 
a quarter millions:since the last 
regular census in 1900. If. the 
present rate of increase is main- 
tained the Dominion should show 
a population of seven and a half 
millions when tho next enumera- 
tion is taken in 1910. The proba- 
bilities are that the growth will 
be much more rapid, says the 


peat Sun, in the next three 


years than it has been in the last 
seven. In1901 less than 50,000 
immigrants arrived in Canada; 
In 1905 over three times 50,000 
came in; in the last three months 
100,000 entered the Dominion. 
We are now adding to our num- 
bers by arrivals from abroad, at 
the rate of 400,000 a year. There 
is every reason to expect that be- 
fore the decade ends -the annual 
influx may reach the even half 
million. Canada has at last made 
the turn in industrial develope- 
g || eee and each new arrival from 
Wl abroaa, and cach additional in- 
dustry created, is a loadstone for 
the attraction of others. It will 
not be surprising if the next cen- 
sus shows our population to be 
nearer ten than seven. millions,

‘Cattle Ticks. 

The eradication of cattle ticks is’ be- 
lieved to be possible if all suggested 
precautions are taken.” Cattle. and 
premises may be freed from ticks by 
hand: picking the cattle and destroy: 
ing the ficks, after which’ the cattle 
may be thoroughly greased. Infested 
cattle should’ be examined every oth- 
er day; attention being given to the 
inside and back portion of the thighs, 
where the ticks are liable to be most 
numerous. For greasing the cattle 
crude oil: is reeonmmended or. cotton- 
seed oil, fish oi) or lard. Where a 
farmer owns but a few head of cat- 
tle,. the cattle may be picketed on 
tick free pasture and ‘occasionally 
moved, taking care to avoid these lo-

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HUNT FOR TREASURE. 


‘Rector Joins In Romantic Quest In 
Ruins of Ancient Hall. 


The ruius ot Bradley Old Hall, Der- 
byshire, which were discovered’ te- 
cently, are being unearthed, and-a 
arge. extent of the foundations has 
been laid bare, As yet, however, the 
cellars have not been entered, and a 
subterranean passage, that for genera- 
tions has had a reputed existence, has 
not been discovered. But the archaeo- 
logical interest in the. investigaticns 
is completely dwarfed locally by the 
idea that hidden treasure may te 
found The story goes that Prince 
Charlie sent-a company of his follow- 
ers from Derby to Bradley to seize 
a valuable collection of plate, and. 
that they fonnd some, but not the 
whole of it. The legend that a valu- 
able hoard escaped their notice, and 
remains buried in the ruins of the 
old hall, has a tenacious hold in the 
district, and only the most careful 
search will dispel it. The Rector of 
Bradley (the Rev. R, H. Tomlins) is 
an enthusiastic ‘archaeologist, and is 
taking a working share in the digging 
out of the foundations. The rector 
may be found, spade in hand, some 
feet down among old walls and mul- 
lioned: windows. In the midst of his 
work the rector told an interviewer 
that they had discovered a curious 
chamber. four or five feet: square, the 
use of which was not quite clear. ‘‘We 
had to cut. through ‘the bricks—and 
such bricks—before it was revealed.

FIRE SUPERSTITIONS. 


Curinus Customs and Observances to 
Avert Impending Evil. 


In the lake land of northern Eng- 
‘and there is a well known case of a 
fire that has been kept up. for three 
generations. When it accidentally 
went out the householder went to 
some wood cutters who had lighted 
their fire from his, says the London 
Daily News, and brought back their 
fir ¢. his own hearth in order that 
he micht possess, as it were, the 
seeda of his ancestral fire. Undoubted- 
ly this aricas from the old belief that 
the +--+ fire is derived from a sacred 
rource. Then there are” many house 
fires: whieh are kindled from cere- 
monial fires once a year. Thus at 
Burehead all the fires are lighted from 
the “burning clavie,”’ and kept alight 
continvonaly during the year, it be- 
ing considered lucky to keep the 
flame from tho olavie all the rest of 
the vear. This clavie was lighted first 
of all at a fire of neat made by youths 
of the village who were sons of the 
original inhabitents. Every stranger 
was ricidly excluded from the cere- 
mony and peat only could be used. 

The ceremonv takes place on New 
Yenr’s eve, and after the clavie has 
been kindled one youth after another 
heare if in triumph around the 
bounds of the village. At certain 
havens and atreet corners a halt ir 
made and a brand is whipped out of 
the hurning clayie and thrown amonp 
the crowd. who eagerly catch its em- 
bere end from them kindle the fires 
on their hearths, Finally the remains 
of the clavie are placed in the centre 
hatte of a pile of stones, called the 
“Durie,” and the remaining embers 
ara distributed to the villagers, all of 
whom attend the ceremony. - 

‘sother crrious feature of the ob- 
servance is that the long nail which 
fastens the staves of the clavie is 
made of iron by the village smith, but 
the. hnmmer must be a round stone. 
Such importance is attached to the 
ceremony that if the bearer should 
atumbla Auring the perambulation of 
the village it is looked on as a dire 
s-l-—'  fnretelling disaster to the 
place and certain death to the bearer 
in the course of the next year. 

There are quite a number of cere- 
monial fires lighted on St. John the 
Banti-’s eve. In /Nottinghamshire 
part of the Yule log is kept till the 
foNowing year, to be burned upon the 
ne~* Christmas eve. The method is 
first to.put a bit of last year’s log 
into the fireplace and-burn it, then 
the fresh log must be put on the fire 
and allowed to burn for a little while. 
It is then taken off and burned a 
little every night until New Year’s 
eve. when it is put on the fire and con- 
sumed. with the exception of a por- 
tiem which is kept in the house until 
next Christmas Day. It is believed 
th-* the observance of this custom 
will “keep the witch away.” .. 

Tn Cornwall the practice obtains of 
racartina to the hearth and touching 
the cravel (the mantel stone across 
the ' -? of an open chimney) with 
the faeshend, and casting into the fire 
a handful of dry grass or anything 
picked =p thet will burn. This form 
of “hearth sncrifice” is regarded as 
the most effectual means of averting 
anv imnending evils of a mysterious 
nature. 

All these customs, in various ways 
are derived from the sacred character 
wit’ which our ancestors invested fire
